Mrs. Roper reported she investi­ 
gated the conditions of the home 
on the complaint of an unidenti­ 
fied caller. The report was justi­ 
fied, she said. 
The policewoman said she will 
| ask the children be taken from 
the custody of the parents through 
action of Juvenile Court. Pictures 
were taken of the home and the 
| children to back up the complaint. 
Mrs. Roper said both county and 


state agencies have offered help to 


the family, as have private groups. 


None seems to have been of any 


avail. 


The father had undergone treat­ 
ment for excessive drinking at a 
state hospital, authorities said. He 
was found drunk two days after 
his release. 
The mother, who doesn’t drink, 
has no control of the family con- 


ditions, according to Mrs. Roper. 
Two of the seven adults in the 
home were women.

He !• • printer, an editor, a business man 


and a (own builder. And that, together with his 
home life, takes about all the hours of the day 
everyday. 


The exception is the annual meeting of the 


Nebraska Press Association and the 87th one 
was concluded at week end at Omaha with more 
than 200 attending. 


The newspaper came to Nebraska with terri- 


torial organization and antedates the associa- 
tion by 25 years, but an 87th annual convention 


related to any community activity is a vener- 
able one, bespeaking establishment, need and 
worthy service. 


It is hard to estimate the value and the extent 


of community service performed by the 
< om- 


munity newspapers but it has been immense. 
And the Nebraskans are continuing in the tradi- 
tion. Most ciiciisiuru tuitions, as usual, tins 
year went to those who did outstanding things 
to make their neighborhoods better places in 
which to live. 


Nebraskans generally will not! approval for 


the publishers and editors who took their sev- 
eral days off with the admonishment, of coiir.->e, 
to hurry home. It wouldn't do to miss an edition. 


Somewhat Belatedly 


The city of Lincoln is about to pat itself on 


the back. Its gesture comes for negotiating a 
new contract for the purchase of power from 
the Nebraska Public Power System—a contract 
which, conservatively estimated, will save the 
city some $50,000 a year. It could have had the 
same contract, substantially, an approximate 
six years ago except for the stubbornness and 
uncompromising attitude of Lincoln city govern- 
ment then. 


There is something to be said for back-slap- 


ping, perhaps, for corning to see the light in the 
negotiation of a contract for electricity, but 
there also should be some red faces before arms 
are twisted out of place. It may be water over 
the dam but if it is. it is also money out of the 
pocket to ask what took us so long to get down 
to common sense, and to economize. 


The last permanent contract between Lincoln 


and the NPPS expired in August of 1952. Since 
then the city has been purchasing electricity 
from NPPS on a temporary contract which con- 
tained a rate higher than either the old one or 
the one that is now up for and certain to re- 
ceive approval. The amazing thing is that NPPS 
offered Lincoln the rate which it is now going 
to take way, way back in 1949. Why did Lincoln 
fail to accept the offer and choose to pay 
through the nose for the past six years? The 
simple answer is that those who had the say 
for the city of Lincoln apparently didn't want to 
do business with NPPS. 


Alibi No. 1 back in 1949 and until recently was 


that under its charter, the city was, iurbidden 
to enter into a 10-year contract such as NPPS 
insisted upon. This alibi now has vanished into 
thin air—clearly an alibi—since the new contract 
recommended to the city and expected to receive 
hearty approval by the members of the City 
Council is a 10-iyear proposition. 


Next, Lincoln wanted its purchased power 


pooled with those of a number of other cities 
buying from NPPS so that all those cities would 
exceed the advantage of volume buying This 
was known commonly as consolidated billing— 
a practice as far away for Lincoln today and 
lor other communities as it was in 1949. Consoli-

appointed to the power board, and is entitled 
to credit for steps now being taken.

As has been .stated troquently, the city's op- 


position to the new contract proposal of \PPS 
was without any support 
What other conclu- 


sion* can be drawn if Lincoln now is prepared 
at this time to forsake or ignore the objections 
- better, the alibis—or trumped-up legal ex- 
cuses, which it used for six years to fight NPPS1 


At the time, we recognize the city's position 
was in line with the city's attorney's opinions. 


Mr. Campbell states that the city is now ready 


to accept the new NPPS contract because of a 
favorable demand charge situation. Power is 
paid for in two ways: first, the purchaser pays 
so many mills per kilowatt of energy actually 
used; and secondly, what is called kilowatt 
demand charge based on the peak purchase 
during a single month. 


Under the city's present temporary contract, 


the demand charge is $1.75 per kilowatt. Under 
the proposed new contract, the demand charge 
will fall to $1.50. The city will receive this lower 
demand charge becsuse it will be buying 75 per 
cent or more of its power from NPPS. This 
same $1.50 demand charge, however, was avail- 
able in 1949 if then Lincoln would have agreed 
to buy 75 per cent of its needs from NPPS. But 
had Lincoln even kept the $1.75 demand charge. 
it could have saved an estimated average of 
more than $2,000 a month over the past four 
years under the kilowatt hour mill rate m the 
proposed new contract. Over a four-year period, 
the savings would have exceeded $100.000 in the 
mill rate scale only. A cut in city production to 
gain the $1.50 demand charge would have ma- 
terially increased the savings. 


Had the city taken the rate proposed in 1949, 


it could have done so and still elected at any 
future date to buy 75 per cent of its power from 
NPPS, thus qualifying for the lower demand 
charge. Meantime, from 1949 on—it could have 
enjoyed the benefits of a less costly tiill rate 
on its total kilowatt hour purchases. 


Instead, Lincoln has had six years of costly 


blundering. How its people, much less its City 
Council, can swallow this is difficult to under- 
stand. By contrast, two other Nebraska com- - 
munities, North Platte and Minden, accepted 
the new NPPS proposal in 1950 while Lincoln 
and several other cities have preferred to pay 
thousands of dollars monthly for the sake of 
argument which gained them absolutely nothing. 
Yet they say, talk is cheap. 


Flexible Science 


It is of passing interest that when a Russian

down because he reflected the view of the late 
Josep Stalin that heredity is subordinate to en- 
vironment. That's the way Joe liked it. So that 
made it a fact.

late Nikolai Vavilov, who neglected to square 
his science with Stalin's views and was there- 
fore defeated and was sent to Siberia where he 
died. 


Now that Stalin is gone and a new bunch are 


rewriting natural law Vavilov's name is being 
exhumed and exalted. Perhaps it is a sign that 
freer thought is now being permitted in Russia. 
But it is a better guess that all this happened 
because right now Stalin is being erased as a 
national hero. If that is so then things are going 
on as usual in Russia where it is more advisable 
to study the boss than any other subject at hand.

DEEPENING CRISIS 


It is now possible to report more 


details on the closed-door confer- 
ence between Secretary of State 
Dulles and bipartisan congression- 
al leaders over the threatening 
war clouds in the Near East. 


"The President," Dulles 
said, 


"has requested me to brief you 
gentlemen on the seriousness of the 
situation." 


He then proceeded to sketch a 


picture of deepening crisis. 


One thing wnich disturbed him 


was the cabled reports from U.S. 
embassies in Cairo and Tel Aviv 
that both Premier Nasser of Egypt

Hussions 
are orpanumg Moslem troops be- 
hind the Iron Cm tain appa-er.tly to 
send so-called "volunteers" in to 
help the Arabs, just as Ch'.ne^f 
"u)!un;errs" swarmed a l l over 
K->rea. Dulles said the S;;>te De- 
partment is watching this very 
closely. 


NO CONGRFSS1ONAL 
O.K.? 


The secretary of state seemed 


loath to reveal just what plans the 
Eisenhower administration had. if 
any. 
to deal with the worsening 


crisis. He stated flatly, however, 
that the President is prepared to 
intervene in the Near East, and 
made it clear that he wouldn't nee- 
essarily ask Congress in advance. 
He would ask for congressional 
approval, Dulles said, if he had 
time. 


"But." added the secretary of 


state, "if a serious crisis develops 
suddenly and he hasn't time to 
seek congressional authorization, 
he will, of course, take any steps 
that are necessary under his own 
powers to stop an all-out war. The 
President has the power under the 
constitution to intervene," Dulles 
declared. "After all, there a r e 
American citizens in that area who 
must be protected." 


Dulles injected a faintly optimis- 


tic note at this point by saying he 
was sure war would not come to 
the Near East in the immediate 
future.

averted 
by diplomatic m e a n s

Target No 1 in the congressional 
campaign this *al' is Oregon's Sen. 
Wayne Morse, and already the 
sound of knives being sharpened is 
loud in the land. 


President Eisenhower himself is 


said to take a warm personal in- 
terest in the defeat of Morse, who 
has been his most blunt and out- 
spoken critic. The personal inter- 
vention of the President put Secre- 
tary of Interior Douglas McKay 
into the lists to slay the dragon. 


The alarm was sounded, accord- 


ing to reports here, by Ralph H. 
Cake., former Republican national 
committeeman, who phoned presi- 
dential assistant Sherman Adams 
to say that a private poll showed 
thai only MrKay could d e f e a t 
Morse. This cah to action came 
only a few days> oefore -the final 
date for filing in the primary. 


McKay, who had had no in- 


tention of running for the Senate, 
and, 
in fact, had begun to con- 


gratulate himselt that be would not 
be "drafted" for this onerous under- 
taking, was summoned to .the 
White House. There be was given 
a presidential pat on the head and 
a firm shove in the direction of 
Oregon by Adam*. 


He arrived one day before the 


filing deadline to the great sur- 
prise of Republican party leaders. 
They had had no advance notice 
that the White House was to enter 
its man in the race. One conse- 
quence of this lack of co-ordination 
is a feeling of resentment among 
some Republicans at this belated 
intervention. 


The candidate who had b e e n 


tapped to run against Morse, Gov. 
Paul Patterson, dropped dead of a 
heart attack at a meeting at which 
startegy was oeing charted. Sev- 
eral Republicans thereupon entered 
the race. 


Two of them, Lamar Tooze, a 


Portland lawyer, and Phil Hitch- 
cock, former member of the state 
legislature and active in church 
groups, bad considerable backing. 
The day after he arrived in Port- 
land to file as a candidate, McKay 
had Tooze and Hitchcock to lunch 
to inform them that he told the 
White House be would run.

A third Republican in the pri- 


mary race is Elmer Dietz, a mem- 
ber of the state legislature who 
gained renown tor helping to abol- 
ish the state's milk marketing law 
with its rigid quota system. 


Although McKay has the organi- 


zation support ana most of the 
money, in the p.esent questioning 
mood of the voters here Hichcock's 
chances are net discounted. He 
began as a logger developed his 
own logging firm, became a leader 
in the Presbyterian Church a n d 
later head of the Oregon Council 
of Churches and is today business 
manager of Lewis and Clark Col- 
lege here. 


At 51 he is lean, tall, a typical 


westerner whose views on such 
vital issues as public power are 
less conservative than those of Mc- 
Kay. 
Morse's followers say that 


Hitchcock would be harder to beat, 
if only because with him the issues 
would not be so sharply drawn. 


McKay has, 01 course, the ad- 


vantage of a statewide reputation. 
He was twice elected governor and 
has the folksy ability to pick out 
of almost any audience in the 
state a half dozen familiar faces 
and address them by name. His 
wife, a famous cake-baker, is rated 
as one of his chief assets. 


But if only because of the in- 


cessant Democratic attack seeking 
to fix the label of "give-away" on 
him, 
the retiring secretary of in- 


terior is vulnerable. Morse, a dy- 
namic campaigner will try to keep 
him constantly on the defensive. 


While McKay, who was one of 


the state's most successful Chev- 
rolet dealers before he went into 
politics, did not want to run for 
the Senate, he wants passionately 
to defeat Morse. If only because 
he switched parties, Morse is re- 
garded by orthdox 
Republicans 


as a kind of cross between Jack 
the Ripper and the Loch N e s s 
monster. 


Eisenhower's popularity will be 


thrown heavily into the balance. 
Researchers are busy digging up 
the senator's attack on the Presi- 
dent u ammunition which McKay, 
will use when the battle gets hot. 
They have come up with some 
strong language proving—if any 
proof were needed — that Morse 
is not on* to qualify his criticism. 


One quote the staffers have found 


U: "President Eisenhower is the 


dangerous man who will ever 
occupied th* White House."

The light is beginning to shine 


on another lobby — one of the most 
powerful in Washington, the Real 
Estate Lobby.

Ga.), chairman of the H o u s e 
Armed Services Committee. Vin- 
son is a conservative, but he likes 
to see the government g e t s its 
money's worth for the billions it 
spends on the Army, Navy and Air 
Force. 


Back of those charges is t h i s 


Story: 


Until a few years ago. when the 


armed forces needed houses on 
military posts they had them built 
by contractors, and the govern- 
ment owned them 
immediately. 


The Real Estate Lobby told Con- 
gress that old fashioned method 
was "socialism" and put through a 
bill enabling private operators to 
build houses on military posts and 
rent those h o u s e s to the armed 
forces for periods ranging from 50 
to 75 years, after which the gov- 
eminent would "take title" to the 
houses and own them, or what's 
left, of them. 


This is called the "Wherry Pro- 


gram" because the bill was put 
through by the late Sen. Kenneth 
Wherry (R-Neb). 


Now Vinson says over a 50 year 


period the government is paying 
over $54,noo rent for a "Wherry 
house" which cost $9,000 or less 
to build. For such a house over a 
75 year period, the government 
is paying $81.000 rent. The total 
cost will be $5.2 billion before th* 
government 
t a k e s 
over the 


hot:ses. 


Vir.son proposed that U n c 1 • 


Sam take over the houses now, pay 
their private owners the present 
value of the houses and save the 
spending billions more dollars of 
the taxpayers money for future 
rentals. 


If the Wherry program is priv- 


ate enterprise, isn't it just a little 
bit too private for Uncle Sam's 
own good?

Th e city o f Lincoln is abou t to p at itself on 
the back. Its gestu re comes for negotiating a 
new co ntract fo r th e p u rch ase of p ower from 
the Nebraska Pu blic Power S y stem -a contract 
which, conserv ativ ely estimated, will sav e th e 
city so me $5 0,000 a y ear. It cou ld h av e h ad th e 
same co ntract, su bstantially , an ap p rox imate 
six y ears ago ex cep t for th e stu bbornness and 
unco mpro mising attitu de o f Lincoln city gov ei n- 


ment then. 
There is so mething to be said for back-slap ­ 
ping, perhaps, for coming to see th e ligh t in th e 
nego tiatio n o f a contract for electricity , bu t 
there also sh ou ld be some red faces before arms 
are twisted o ut of p lace. It may be water ov er 
the dam but if it is, it is also money ou t of th e 
po cket to ask wh at took u s so long to get down 
to co mmo n sense, and to economize. 


The last p ermanent contract between Lincoln 
and the NPPS ex p ired in Au gu st of 1952. Since 
then th e city h as been p u rch asing electricity

At th e time, we recognize th e city ’s p osition 
was in line with th e city 's attorney ’s op inions. 
Mr. Camp bell states th at th e city is now ready 
to accep t th e new NPPS contract becau se of a 
fav orable demand ch arge situ ation. Power is 
p aid for in two wav s: first, th e p u rch aser p ay s 
so many mills p er kilowatt of energy actu ally 
u sed; 
and secondly , wh at is called 
kilowatt 
demand ch arge based on th e p eak p u rch ase 
du ring a single month . 
Under th e city ’s p resent temp orary contract, 
th e demand ch arge is $1.75 p er kilowatt. Under 
th e p rop osed new contract, th e demand ch arge 
will fall to $1.50. Th e city will receiv e th is lower 
demand ch arge becau se it will be bu y ing 75 p er 
cent or more of its p ower from NPPS. Th is 
same $1.50 demand ch arge, h owev er, was av ail­ 
able in 1949 if th en Lincoln wou ld h av e agreed 
to bu y 75 p er cent of its needs from NPPS. Bu t 
h ad Lincoln ev en kep t th e $1.75 demand ch arge, 
it cou ld h av e sav ed an estimated av erage of 
more th an $2,000 a month ov er th e p ast fou r 
y ears u nder th e kilowatt h ou r mill rate in th e 
p rop osed new contract. Ov er a fou r-y ear p eriod, 
th e sav ings wou ld h av e ex ceeded $100,000 in th e 
mill rate scale only , A cu t in city p rodu ction to 
gain th e $1.50 demand ch arge wou ld h av e m a­ 
terially increased th e sav ings.

Had th e city taken th e rate p rop osed in 1949, 
it cou ld h av e done so and still elected at any 
fu tu re date to bu y 75 p er cent of its p ower from 
NPPS, th u s qu alify ing for th e lower demand 
ch arge. Meantime, from 1949 on—it cou ld h av e 
enjoy ed th e benefits of a less costly mill rate 
on its total kilowatt h ou r p u rch ases. 
Instead, Lincoln h as h ad six y ears of costly 
blu ndering. How its p eop le, mu ch less its City 
Cou ncil, can swallow th is is difficu lt to u nder­ 
stand. By contrast, two oth er Nebraska com­ 
mu nities, North Platte and Minden, accep ted 
th e new NPPS p rop osal in 1950 wh ile Lincoln 
and sev eral oth er cities h av e p referred to p ay 
th ou sands of dollars month ly for th e sake of 
argu ment wh ich gained th em absolu tely noth ing.
